POULTRY IN 418 ORCHARD.

One of the best places for the
fowls are away from the garden and
poultry house. is the orchard,  The
have a range where they can secure
plenty of gresn food, bugs, worms; and
other Insectls, in destroving which they
benefit the tress and frult The site
for the house should be chosen with a
view' to insuring good drainage, as It
is most essentlal that poultry have dry
quirters in which they may roost, or
take refuge when it storms. On a
farm it Is no easy matter to give ths
fowl a good range and &t the same
time to keep them away from the gar-
den, 'hog pen, and stables. In many
cages, the orchard is the only good
piace for the poultry house, The fowls
do better there, with the varlety of
foud they secure, than If they were
kept in more restricted quarters, 1If
the poultry house Is to be huilt duving
the summer, it will pay to puot it In the
orchard.

Some hens seem to be always above
the standard of the flock. They are
bright. active, happy. healthy and
moult early and qulckly, They begin
to Jay hefore the others, and keep It
up &ll winter and spring.  These should
be separatad from the others and bred
from exclusively.

SCHOONER STRIKES A STEAMER
AND SINKS,

Five Members of the Crew Drowned
—Accident Was Not the Mesult of
Oarelexsness on the Purt of Eith-
er Captaln,

CHICAGO, May 17.—The schooner
Mary D. Ayer was sunk In collision
with the steamer Onoko, In Lake
Michigan, off Grosse Polnt, sarly this
morning and five members of her
crew were dtowned, two being saved.
Those lost were: Captaln Willlams,
Charles Matszon, mate; Henry Shea,
seaman; Tom Jones, seaman; Pitg,
eook. Al from Chicago,

After the acecldent the Ayer drifted
down the lake with her bow stove in,
and was picked up by the City of
Duiuth. Shortly afer being taken in
tow she sank, and only s=ven of the
erew were able to escape. The captain
lost his life in endeavoring to save the
sohooner, which he could have easily
abandoned In time to escape drowning.
There was u dense {og at the tlmes of
the oollisiom and the accident is not
believed 4o have heen the resitlt of

learélessnesa. The Onoko was damaged,

THE WORK OF THE SOCIETY

APOSTLE ABRAHAM CANNON SPEAKS
AT THE TABERNACLE.

Discourse By Dr. McNiece at  the
Fiest Presbyterian—Dr. Holman
at the First Congregational=The
Yoong Men's Christian Assoclation

The services at the First Mathodist
courch yesterday were devotad to the
work of the Epworth League. It was
the seventh anniversary of the organ-
izatlon, and specia' and appropriate
programmes wire rendered in all the
M. E, churches throughout the land.
The Salt Laks Epwortl:kans were out in
foree at Dr. Bean's church in the morn-
ing and lstened to an excellent dis-
course by the pastor on “The Ideal Ep-
worthian.”

The svaning services ware largely nt-
tended and the special programme cir-
ried out as prapared by the national
organization. The exerclses opened
with the singing of *The Year of Jubl-
lee" followed by responsive reading.
After prayer, led by the pastor,
“Watchman, tsll ue of the night” was
sung, and this was followed by an ad-
dress by the president on “The General
Progress of the Epworth League™

The president spoke of the marvelous
growth of the jeague since the time of
its organization in 185%. He prefaced
s address by calllng attention to the
universal desire of people to be on the
winning side. I1f the old maxim,
“Nothing sugceads ik sucecess” be
true, the statement could safely be
made that the Epworth League Is now
on the tldal wave of prosperity. The
suceess of the order in itself he thought
Gught to be a persuasive argument for
‘outslders to seek ldentification with
thils band of young Christlan workers,

He then took up the growth of the
Leésgue and gave some statistics, In
1889 it was organized by &even young
people, The-following year there were
1o less fhan 1.820 chapters. In 1891 the
number had Increased to 5602, and in
1802 the figures ad Increased to 8,102
The growth theréafter has  been
steady and almost marvelous, in 1860
numbering 10,200 chapters, In 1834 no
less than 12,519, jast vear 14.718 and at
the present tim2 the International or-
ganizatian numbers 1650 within |ts
Jurlsdiction.

The moito of the League I8 “Look
np; Hft up" Some conception of the
influence wrought by this band of
workerds may be Mad when It is stated
that 100,000 souls were convertad durlhg
the past vear by the united sfforts of
these two socleties. Its work has not
been eonfined to home fields alone.
There ars chapters in nearly every clv-
flized country on the globe. Socandi-

ivity of o wire of pure aluminum of the
epma section, Instead of belng a [ittle
over half that of a coppzr wire of sim-
{lar sectlon, {# more than two-thirds the
conductivity. Consequently, ths diametar
of an wluminun wire of the zame con-
duntivity as o glven copper wire wifl he
only 15 per cent greater, or less than
ona-sixth greater than that of the cop-
per wire. This s a small fraotion. and {t
is evident thatl for such a small Increass
of dlameter the extra cost of In=ulating
wluminum conductors to ihe same thick-
negs of copper ones, and to secure the
same conduotivity, will present no seri-
ous obstacle.

Looksd at In nnother light, cupper is
about 3.3 Umes the walght of aluminum;
on Lord Kesivin's figures the conductivily
of wire of equal welghts of copper mm!
gldminum will thersforé be as H0ZLR,
a0 that the welght of un aluminim wi.re
I'of the sama conducthilly ns o copper
one would ba four-ninths of the latier, or
considerably lesa than one-hall,

As mluminm Is just as pliabie and =y
Lo work as copper. It goes withoutl eaving
what an advantags it would be in ©
structing heavy cables, and how much
| less wstrain on the insulating material |t
woull Impose. For overhead comduciors
For the supply of power the advaniages
of obtain'ng n conductor of equal con-
duetivity, with a trifling increase in dia-
meha]lrI and of half the welght, are alse
mnifest.
| “As & conductor, aluminum tx now about
twice as contly as copper; but as by the
sleptroivtic process the price has dlready
hean raduced In olght years from % cents
per ounce to & cemts per pound. It s
abundantly clear that, with the inevitable
fmprovements which are taking place,
tha difference in price between minminum
and copper, whioh stll exlsts, will be
more than obliterated before long.—En-
ginsaring anl Mining Journal.
